Getting 100,000 men to sign 
union cards in the wave of sitdown 
strikes, and converting those men into 
a dues-paying, disciplined union are 
two different things. Before the "Ford 
Next" slogan becomes a reality, much 
organization work must be done. 


Ford Won't Close. 


WAYS, Ga. — i/l'i — Henry Ford 


said over the week-end reports he 
has heard that he planned to shut 
down his plants in event of a strike 
were "absolutely untrue." 


"I have heard reports that I said 


we would shut down for three 
years if necessary, in event of a 
strike," Ford said at hi.s whiter 
home here. "Well, that's not true. 
We are nut going to shut down. We 
intend to kee|; operating to the last 
man. 
We II stand our position. ' 


Ford said there had been no la- 


b:ir trouble in hi.s widely scattered 
plants, but he had experienced 
some difficulty with his source of 
supplies. 


"The only object of a strike in 


any of our plants would be an ef- 
fort to make us shut down. We 
don't intend to do that. The inter- 
national financiers, who are really 
back of these strikes, have plenty 
to do besides trying to control in- 
dustry. Let them create a proper 
distribution system that will be 
based upon what each country pro- 
duces. That would keep them en- 
gaged.

space1 near the center of the road, the 
sheriff siiid. 


The sheriff said neither of the three

NEW LONDON, Texas—{/PJ-Super- 


intendent W. C. Shaw, a frail man 
torn with grief since the New London 
school blast killed 455 of his pupils and 
teachers, broke down Monday during 
testimony before the military court of 
inquiry and was taken from the wit- 
ness stand to an adjoining room. 


Shaw had just testified that al- 


though the school had no definite 
authorization to tap the Parade Gaso- 
line company's pipeline for gas to sup- 
ply the school's heating system, he 
was of the opinion that the company's 
superintendent did not "particularly 
object." 


As Shaw told his story, parents and 


friends of his school children buried 
the last dead. 


The Investigation 


NEW LONDON, Texas-<ff)—A gas 


company foreman told a military board 
of inquiry Sunday night "I know" 
the gas connection at the school where 
455 explosion victims were killed was 
unauthorized. His testimony 
was 


challenged by school officials. 


D. L. Clark, Parade Gas-: company 


foreman, was the witness," adding in 
cross-examination it was "barely.pos- 
sible" that someone else-in the com- 
pany approved the connection but 
that he doubted it, Clark said the gas 
was of no value to the company, which, 
produces oiL 


" ''Absurd," retorted E. W. Reagan, 
president of the London Consolidated 
School Board, later when informed of 
the testimony. 


J. R. Kern, another board member 


said that at least one official of the 
Parade Gasoline Company knew the 
school was obtaining gas from the 
company's line at the time of Thurs- 
day's disastrous explosion. 


"We are not stealing any 
gas," 


Reagan said heatedly. "It is absurd 
to say that we were connected to the 
residue gas pipeline without the com- 
pany's knowledge or permission. 


While the School Board president 


declined to give the name of an of- 
ficial he said: 


"You can say we dealt with the prop- 


er officials. That will all be brought 
out when we (school board members 
and Superintendent yf. C. Shaw) are 
called before the court Personally, I 
didn't carry on the negotiations but 
there was nothing wrong about it" 


Some witnesses had testified belief 


that the gas radiotors heating the 
school had improper vents which sent 
the gas into hollow tiles in the walls, 
leading to an explosion. 


Had Been Warned (?) 


Two witnesses told a military court 


Saturday night that they had warned 
of explosion hazards in the heating 
system. 


Scores of funeral corteges wound 


through the hills, bearing victims to 
burial grounds, as the court of inquiry 
sought to determine origin of the ex- 
plosion. 


A. J. Belew, a heating equipment 


salesman, 
testified he had warned 


school officials it was "dangerous" not 
to install a new gas regulator for tho 
main building of the imposing school 
group. 


Dr. E. P. Schoch, explosions expert 


from the University of Texas, ques- 
tioned Belew, representing James B. 
Clow and Sons Co. Dr. Schoch. who 
earlier had expressed a theory that an 
accumulation of gas caused the blast, 
asked Belew if he had told officials 
of the regulator fault. The salesman 
replied: , 


"I told Mr. Shaw (W. C. Shaw, school 


superintendent) that it was dangerous. 
I told him lie would have to reducu 
the pressure." 


Belew said that a new gas regulator 


was installed in the main building 
some time after January 1 and a change 
from dry gas to wet gas was made. 
He said he told school officials the 
regulator would not hold the increas- 
ed pressure following the change. 


George H. Grcenway, Dallas heat- 


ing engineer and an unsuccessful bid- 
der for the school heating contract, 
testified "It's a crime to put gas steam 
radiators in public buildings. When 
you put in 72 such radiators, you have 
72 chances for individual explosions." 


Jesse P. Vaughan, an oil field work- 


er, told the coiu't he and a companion 
who previously had expressed an opin- 
ion the explosion was caused by nitro- 
glycerin had changed their minds.

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Vaccination Against Typhoid Provides Protection foi 


at Least a Year

There are certain methods for pre- 
venting typhoid fever that are now 
well established by widespread use. 
A vaccine made of killed typhoid 
germs is of value in preventing the 
disease. 


Thus, in the entire U. S. army, dur- 


ing the World War, there were only 
about 1000 cases of typhoid feve 


- among 5,000,000 enrolled troops. If th 


typhoid rate which prevailed durin 
the Spanish-American War had sti' 
existed, there would have been ap 
proximately 1.000.000 cases in 
tto 


World War. 


In modern methods of typhoid feve: 


vaccination, the vaccine is given unde! 
the skin at intervals of seven days, for 
three weeks. In the recent midwes 
floods,; many hundreds of thousands o 
people were vaccinated because of the 
danger of typhoid fever from sewage 
and other contamination in water. 


From time to time it has been sug- 


gested that typhoid vaccine can be 
given by mouth instead of by injection. 


These methods have been in an ex- 


perimental stage, in Various parts of 
the world, but we do not yet know 
enough about them' to be certain that 
they are reliable. 


No one knows how long the protec- 


tion against typhoid fever lasts after 
the inoculations, but it seems likely 


^ that it is. good, for more than a year 
, and, perhaps, for more than three 


years. Soldier* and sailors who are 


7 constantly moving about in foreign 
^ countries where .food 'and water sup- 
;, plies are not very safe are immunized 
* against typhoid every three years. 
'••. In addition to preventing typhoid by 


means of vaccine, typhoid patients 
must be controlled so that they will 
not become a source of the germs. A 
person who has the disease is kept 
alone, preferably in a hospital. Hisj 


room should be near the bath, anc 
must be kept scrupulously clean. Ni 
pets should be allowed in the sicl 
room. 


The material from his bowels anc 


bladder, his saliva, and all bedding 
which might be contaminated by ma- 
terials from the body must be sani 
tated. Formaldehyde should be addec 
to his urine. Material from his bowels 
may be disinfected with bleaching 
powder, cresol, formaldehyde, unslack- 
ed lime, and hot water. His sputum 
may be received in paper cups, which 
are burned. . 


The utensils and bedding may be 


boiled or washed in strong disinfecting 
solutions. It is important, however, to 
make certain that the disinfectant 
solution does not come in contact with 
the patient's skin. 


The patient should have his own 


dishes, cups, spoons, and glasses. All 
material left after a meal must be 
burned and all utensils boiled. 


The water used to bathe the patient 


should be disinfected by boiling, or 
with bleaching powder, before it is al- 
lowed to run into the sewers. 


Milk bottles should never be taken 


into the sickroom. The patient's nurse 
must wash her hands thoroughly with 
soap and water each time she leaves 
he room, and should never go to the 
citchen or the icebox where there may 
be food used by other members of the

drawal under any circumstances. The 
Chinese are, individually and collec- 
tively, the most placid of people.

Not until someone compiles its full 
record do we realize what a remark- 
able organization it is, or how faith- 
fully it serves us. 


Tile record has been compiled in 


readable form by Karl Baarxlag, in 
"Coast Guard to the Rescue" fFurrar 
& Rinehart: $2.30). and the book is 
well worth a couple of hours of vou'r 
time. 


The eo.'ist guard's slogan is "You 


have to go out—but you don't have 
to come back," and the organization 
lives up to it admirably. Over and 
over again, in Mr. Baarslag's record, 
one sees the coast guards taking risks 
with u. quiet, unspectacular fidelity to 
duty, n sort of inbred heroism, that is 
simply beyond praise. 


The coast guards' functions, us Mr. 


BaarslaK outlines them, arc manifold- 
life-saving, ice patrol, law enforce- 
ment, destiuction of derelicts, salvag- 
ing of ships in distress, policing of re- 
mote waters, and so on. Annals of 
the organization contain more exploits 
that arc fairly hair-rasing—and Mr 
Baarslag. a graphic writer, does them 
ample justice. 


And you finish reading this book 


with a new respect for the fine things 
of which mankind is capable. For 
here we have a great organization— 
supported by the taxpayers—whose 
prime function is to make the sea 
safer, to rescue the distressed, to ren- 
der services that ordinary folk could 
not do for themselves; and the organ- 
ization docs it with great efficiency, 
with admirable bravery, not for gain 
but simply from a fine conception of a 
man's duty to his chosen job.

John Brophy, Lewis' right-hand man 


in Detroit, puts it this way: "Organiza- 
tion at Ford's is inevitable. Now that 
organization is the spirit of the lime, 
the tempo of loday's life, il is idle 
for Ford lo ihink he can build bulk- 
heads around a single motor company 
that will keep out the tide. 


"That tide is rising so fast and so 


high that it will either break through 
or overflow any bulkheads he can 
build. 


"If Ford will only employ the same 


industrial statesmanship or intuition 
that led him to discard his model T 
when It was outmoded, then we can 
hope that an outmoded labor policy 
can be discarded just as peacefully 
and easily. But- organization is in- 
evitable." 
• Against this stands Ford's long rec- 


ord of open-ship operation, Ford's long 
record of struggles against outside in- 
fluence of bankers, or even of gov- 
ernment through the NKA. 


Against It stands Ford's recent pub- 


lic statement -that "laborers should 
never join unions" because they are 
selfishly run by leaders influenced by 
internalional bankers in the interest of 
monopoly. 


Against it is Ford's present weapon 


—a policy of watching closely every 
strike settlement In the Detroit area, 
and seeing to it that the pay at Ford's 
in any classification is at least as high, 
and when possible, higher than men 
have been able to obtain by strikes 
anywhere else. 


Against it, too, stands Harry Ben- 


nett.Ford's erstwhile chief of police 
and present personnel manager, run- 
ning, union leaders say, Ihe most ruth- 
less spy and policing system ever seen 
in industry. 


Union organizers like veteran Bill 


McKie will tell you lhat Bennett has 
advised a vigilante system of 7000 men 
within the Rouge plant, made up of 
straw bosses and specially favored 
workers, and trained to spring instant- 
ly lo the aid of plant guards a I Ihe 
first sign of a sitdown lo throw out the 
sildowncrs. 


Bennett simply laughs at Ihe story 


and denies it completely. 
He denies 


just as completely rumors that the 
Ford "service men" or plant person- 
nel, police, and watchman employes 
have been augmented from 400 to more 
than 1000 and denies that there is any 
patroling of the plant beyond the ab- 
solute minimum of watchmen re- 
quired in any plant as proteclion 
against fire risk. 


That a new screen of heavy wire 


mesh 10 feet tall has been installed 
some 18 inches inside windows of the 
plant along Miller avenue is apparent 
to any passer by. This is the approach 
to the plant nearest the main Detroit 
roads, Where the riot of 1932 took place. 


"Dearborn Law Enforced" 


It must be kept in mind that the 


Ford plant at River Rouge is not in 
Detroit. It is in Dearborn, a city com- 
pletely dominated by the vast sprawl- 
ing plant where 90,000 men keep the 
cars rolling off the assembly line at a 
dizzy pace. 


When United Auto Workers mem- 


bers, jubilant at the General Motors 
settlement, tried to distribute to Ford 
employes handbills describing the set- 
tlement, they were stopped by.polioe 
auto squads at the border between 
Dearborn and Detroit They had to 
distribute them lo such employes as 
crossed into Detroil on their way from 
work, they will tell you. 


Bennett also laughs at this. "Prac- 


tically every town has an anti-hand- 
bill ordinance," he says. "Only we 
enforce it here. And you'll find that 
anyone stopped from passing out lit- 
erature here has usually been doing 
more than that; he has been dis- 
orderly or something." 


That Ford "service men" have had

ruthless clubbing of workers by De- 
troit police is stopped immediately." 


The threat was contained in a state- 


ment issued by Homer Martin, presi- 
dent of the U. A. W. A., after police 
had eje'cted strikers from the Newton 
Packing company plant and the Ber- 
nard Schwartz Cigar company fac- 
tory. Six persons were injured during 
rioting which accompanied ejection of 
75 women from the cigar factory. 


Martin said that "eVery organized 


automobile plant in the city will be 
closed down Monday" unless the raids 
cease, and that "the 175,000 organized 
automobile workers of Detroit will 
mass Tuesday night in Cadillac Square 
16 protest these actions." 


Subsequenlly, Wyndham Morlimer,

But Cheap Money Era Is 


Passing — Investors 


Want Profit 


. NEW YORK. — (/P) — United States

bonds

downward march over the week-end 
in the heaviest Saturday trading since 
last October, with loses running as 
high as $10.09 per $1,000 face value 
bond, and few buyers in the field. 


The new decline, which bankers 


said was engendered in part by a con- 
viction of investors that higher return 
on their money was overdue, carried 
some issues to new low prices — and 
new high yields— for 1937. 


Since the sharp downward move- 


ment began March 12, declines in some 
instances have reached as high as $30 
per ?1,000 face value. Gains of the 
long upward climb of the second half 
of 193G have in several cases been wip- 
ed out. 


High grade corporation bonds joined 


in the slump, although the

prices was less pronounced. 


Wall Street expeits, in the face of 


the renewed selling, sought some ade- 
quate explanation for the .situation in 
a complex mixture of influences which 
included: 


1. Growing evidence that the pi-ice

making the present wide premiums on 
federal obligations k-.ss attractive to 
buyers. 


2. Higher re.scrve reciuiitmciits of

ment of reserves through carrying se- 
curities at less than cost price. 


5. A tendency to wipe out the undue 


spread which had existed between re- 
turns from federal loans and high 
grade corporate issues. 


Selling pressure appealed almost at 


the outset of Saturday's session and 
continued through the short Saturday 
trading. Most loans, federal and low- 
yield corporate, were ut or near their 
poorest level for the day at the close.
